are 1,800.000 A en ean troops abroad.

home at the rate o f 300,000 a month, 
M arch said. 
Ile also told the committee that by 
M arch I, the 785,000 men remaining 
in camps in the Cuffed S la te s will hi* 
demolished except for the few needed 
to care fo r cantonment-.

Admitting his country’s gain by tin ’ 
conflict, 
in

revitalizing of 
the 
French spirit of self-confidence, sub­ 
dued by the defeat of 1871, and in re­ 
gaining Alsace and Lorraine, with their 
agricultural districts. Mr. de Billy said 
the w ar’s losses w ere fa r greater, lie 
denied th a t France w as “bled white,'' 
hut said tin* handicap imposed as a 
result of her sacrifices in resisting the 
Invader could not he* overcome except 
with outside aid. 
Resorting to figures, he declare.I 
that 20,000 factories in the French dis­ 
tricts occupied by tho G erm ans w ere 
destroyed or stripped of their m a ­ 
chinery; th a t alm ost 12,000,000 head 
of cattle w ere seized; th a t thousands 
(if miles of farm land, devastated by 
shells, was made unfit for cultivation; 
that the net loss in ship tonnage, 
through sinkings a - d enforced curtail­ 
ment in produet ion* w as *770,000 toil''', 
and that the money cost of th e con­ 
flict, in appropriations and public debt 
aggregated 158,000,000,000 francs, ( 
$31,000,000,000. 
“Our arm y had to stand,” he said, 
“the first rush of the invasion, while 
the other arm ies w ere being prepared. 
And, how ever w onderful was the ef­ 
fort of the British, some m onths later, 
and afterw ard th a t of the A m erican 
army, the front held by the I1 reneh 
had never been less than two-thirds of 
the total line from the North Sea to 
the Swiss border. T hus our losses w ere 
greater than those of any other arm y. 
A p art of our country has been in­ 
vaded, its population treated as slaves, 
their houses looted, th e ir factories de­ 
stroyed ; while on the fighting lint' the 
soil of F rance lins been plowed so d eer 
by shells th a t no agriculture Is possi­ 
ble. 
Some sentim ental people have 
been lam enting over F ran ce as bled 
white. 
N o nsense! 
F ran ce is not bled 
white. 
She lins men filled with re­ 
newed and splendid energy. 
But here 
she stands, facing th e problem of re­ 
gaining her place in 
the economic 
m arkets of the world, w ith a p art of 
her industrial and agricultural power 
destroyed, and with h er men killed 
and m aimed to a num ber that exceeds 
imagination. 
May I give you some fig­ 
ures on these subjects? 
1,400,000 Men 
Killed. 
“Besides 1,4**0,000 of our young men 
who w ere killed or died of wounds or 
Illness in this war. we have a g reat 
num ber whose physical ability has been 
seriously impaired. 
Add to these the 
num ber of our prisoners who came 
hack in such a terrible physical con­ 
dition as to render them unfit for any 
sustained effort, and we come to a to­ 
tal cost, for the work to be started 
in France, of about 2,500,000 men, who 
w ere 
mostly 
am ong 
the 
youngest, 
ablest, and strongest, as well as the 
most spirited of o ur people— a terri­ 
ble loss for a country of less than 
40.000.000 Inhabitants. 
# 
“Our agriculture has perhaps suf­ 
fered m ore heavily if possible than 
any o th er branch of our economic ac­ 
tivity. 
T he num ber of cattle, which 
in E ngland Increased by 4 per cent, 
has in F ra n c e decreased by 14 per 
cent. 
T he production of milk has de­ 
creased by 63 p er cent. 
T he num ber 
of sheep has decreased in France by 
38 per cent. 
T he num ber of pigs has 
decreased by 40 p e r cent. 
T he soil 
of F rance is also in an impoverished 
condition, having been, fo r four years, 
mostly tilled by very young and elder­ 
ly men, below or above the agt* of 
m ilitary service, and by women, whose 
physical strength w as not equal to the 
splendid spirit they have shown in this 
w ar.” 
H e then referred to the heavy losses 
through th e destruction of mills and 
factories.

American anti-aircraft gunnery dur­ 
ing the war was 500 per cent better 
than the French, according to statis­ 
tics now available. 
Whereas the French I). C. A. (De­ 
fense ( ’entre Avions) averaged (UKK) 
rounds of shells to bringdow n an ene­ 
my na chi ne, the average of the Amer­ 
ican artillery was only 1,200. 
The first 
battery of anti-aircraft 
guns of three-inch caliber that was 
placed in the line by the American ex­ 
peditionary force shot down an Alba­ 
tross biplane recon Bissau ce machine at 
the twentieth shot and brought down 
another at the ninety-seventh shot. 
The American expeditionary force 
used both fixed guns and mobile bat­ 
teries against hostile aircraft, obtain­ 
ing Hie latter from the French. 
They 
are ail models of the famous soixante- 
quinze field gun, the fixed batteries be­ 
ing mounted on special limbers that 
perm its 
them 
being 
fired 
almost 
straight up in the air. 
The guns, 
mounted on speedy motortrucks, are 
shorter in barrel than the other pieces 
and can be tired while the machine is 
in motion. 
American machine gunners protect­ 
ing captive observation balloons were 
miso extremely accurate in their tire, 
although tile American expeditionary 
force lost a considerable number of 
balloons burned by enemy aviators. 
The Germans attacked American bal­ 
loons violently during offensives, fri1- 
quently being willing to lose an air­ 
plane in order to tire a sausage, al­ 
though in most eases the observers es­ 
caped through their parachutes.
